BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Persia, Kermanshah—The following information is from the 
report by H.M. Consul at Kermanshah (Capt. L. Haworth, I.A.) on 
the trade of that district in 1908-9, which will shortly be issued :— 

Notwithstanding the disturbed state of Persia or, indeed, it may 
be partly owing to this condition of affairs, the trade passing through 
the Kermanshah custom-house continues to increase steadily, and 
during the year 1908-9 reached a total of 1,379,114/., an amount 
practically equivalent to the trade of all the ports in the Gulf 
combined, 

Although this increase may be largely due to the safety of the 
route when compared with other roads in Persia, the Consul is of 
opinion that its maintenance depends entirely upon the ability of 
boat transport between Busreh and Baghdad to keep pace with 
the demand. The port for this western route, Baghdad, lies 
30 marches from Teheran. All transport from the port is by mule 
or camel, but it has this great advantage over the Bushire port of 
entry, that animals can be engaged at Baghdad to do the entire 
journey to Kermanshah, Hamadan or Teheran without break, thus 
avoiding the delays which are apt to occur at Shiraz and [spahan, 
where new animals have to be engaged for goods despatched to 
Teheran by that route. Even with a safer Persia, therefore, the 
popularity of the route will probably continue to increase. The 
Kermanshah district is perhaps the most thickly populated of any 
in Persia, and contaims within a small area a larger number of big 
and growing towns than any other part of the country. 

Should Persia now assume a more settled condition, there will be 
a greatly increased trade, and British merchants might well turn 
their attention to the country. It must be remembered, however, 
that unless they themselves are prepared to open up new sources of 
demand, they must be content to extend those which already exist. 

Applications are sometimes received at the Consulate from firms 
with reference to goods the demand for which is the result of a high 
civilisation. Provincial Persia is practically uncivilised. Even the 
greater nobles have no special bedrooms, while all sleep on mat- 
tresses on the ground. Beds are ornaments occasionally purchased 
and placed in the drawing room. Knives and forks are never used, 
and furniture of any kind is a’ luxury of only the very rich, not to 
be used, but to be regarded as an ornament, except when a European 
may happen to visit the house. 

Heavy machinery cannot be used in a part of the country which 
possesses no transport except by mule or camel. 

Enamelled ironware, cheap glass, chinaware and material for 
wearing apparel find a ready sale.

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ANNUAL FAIR AT TALIFU (YUNNAN). 


The following information respecting the annual fair at Talifu 
(Western Yunnan) has been furnished by the Acting British Consul 
at Tengyueh (Mr. A. Rese) :— 

The fair, which lasts for five days, began this year on the 4th 
May, and the city was thronged with people for many days after 
the tents had disappeared. The really important business appeared 
to be done either in the exchanges of Hsia-Kuan or in the big inns 
of Tali, and the stocks of imported piece goods and of copper did 
not appear on the fair ground. Nearly one-third of the tents were 
devoted to small foreign articles, such as watches, clocks, cotton 
blankets, enamelled basins, Burmese rice bowls, mirrors, ribbons, 
laces, soap, scent, medicines (notably quinine and anti-opium pills), 
brushes, knives, scissors, needles, umbrellas, cigarettes, beads and 
trinkets, the last of which appeared to be in high favour with the 
tribesmen. It is evident that there is a demand for foreign goods 
of many descriptions, if they can be supplied at prices which are 
within reach of the people. Another opening for foreign enterprise 
might be’ in the way of amusements, which seemed strangely 
lacking. The few simple toys were eagerly bought for the 
children, and a gramophone on a Cantonese stall attracted large 
crowds. 

This year the gravest apprehensions were felt with regard to the 
success of the meeting. ‘The local traders have hitherto depended 
on their supply of opium to tempt buyers from Canton and 
Hunan, who have, in the past, brought as much as 30,0001. a year 
in silver, taking mainly opium in exchange. This year the crowds 
at the fair were reported to be unusually large, but the local 
merchants stated that the business done was the smallest known 
for many years, and it was generally felt that the great fair, as the 
commercial feature of the frontier districts, would be doomed unless 
they could find some new product which would bring silver into 
the country. The total turnover this year was reported to be only 
— 80,000 to 90,000 taels (about 12,000/.), and the merchants left 
for their homes in great depression, with large quantities of their 
goods unsold. 

So far as could be ascertained, practically no opium changed 
hands; the dealers did not attend the fair, and there was great 
difficulty in obtaining silver from the local banks. It was generally 
admitted by merchants, officials and people that the trade of the 
annual fair had been revolutionised by this one factor. Although 
the sales of cotton goods in Tali were less than half those of 
last year, there appear to have been unusually large sales of yarn 
in the district; this is accounted for locally by the fact that the 
opium-collecting agents have been obliged toseek for other 
employment, and have been travelling the country with yarn, 
which is manufactured into cloth in the native villages. 

There is now an urgent need for the development of exports 
from the district, and the production of hemp, wheat, bristles,

straw-braid, and ducks’ feathers all have possibilities of considerable 
expansion. Nothing, however, can take the place of the light and 
easily transported opium until the introduction of a railway provides 
a profitable outlet for the bulkier products of the province. There 
is no real poverty among the Chinese of Yunnan ; food is cheap and 
plentiful, but the people can produce no material which is suitable 
for clothes. They are dependent for material for summer and 
winter garments and for bedding on imported raw cotton and 
cotton yarns, which come mainly from Burmah, and there is 
urgent need for some native product which will restore the 
balance of trade.

Government Gazette” for 20th August, 1909, 
contains a Notice (No. 945 of 1909) stating that on and after Ist 
August, 1909, all consignments of potatoes imported from the 
neighbouring colonies will be inspected upon arrival in the Trans- 
vaal, and if found to be free from insect pests and plant diseases, 
will be forwarded to their destination. Potatoes found to be 
infested with any disease may, at the option of the consignors or 
consignees, be re-consigned or despatched to Johannesburg for the 
purpose of being sorted. A charge of 6d. per case or bag will be 
made to cover the cost of re-sorting. 

In the case of seed potatoes from oversea, if the consignors or 
consignees do not wish to pay the charge for re-sorting, the 
potatoes will be destroyed within four days after arrival. Seed 
potatoes in full trucks intended for Johannesburg or Pretoria wiil 
not be detained at the border stations but will be examined upon 
arrival at their destination. 

Any consignments found on arrival to be infected with scab 
(Chrysophylctis endobiotica Schil.) will not be re-sorted, but will be 
destroyed immediately on arrival.

The Rules made under “The Quarantine and Prevention of 
Disease Enactment ” are amended by Notification No. 452, which 
is published in the same issue of the “ Gazette,” such amendments 
providing that no dog shall be taken into the State of Selangor 
from any place outside the Federated Malay States except under a 
written permit signed by the Resident, and subject to the condi- 
tions set out in such permit. No such permit shall take effect 
unless there is produced— 

(a) A certificate from a veterinary surgeon that for six 
months prior to the shipment of the dog no case of rabies 
occurred in the country where the dog was kept; and 

(b) A certificate, of a date not more than 7 days prior to 
the production of the certificate, from a veterinary surgeon, 
that the dog is free from disease of an infectious or con- 
tagious nature.

TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO. 


A copy of the “‘ Petroleum Ordinance, 1909” (No. 14 of 1909) has 
been received together with the Regulations 


Ordimene is09” made on 26th July, 1909, under section 13 
“ 4 sitios thereof. The Ordinance repeals the ‘‘ Petroleum 
vale age Ordinance, 1908 ” (No. 31 of 1908) and provides 


that any vessel carrying a cargo consisting 
wholly or in part of petroleum shall conform to such regulations 
as shall be made by the Harbour Master in respect to the place as 
to which she is to be moored. Provision is also made for the 
licensing of warehouses for the storage of petroleum, and for the 
issue of licences for the sale of the same. 

The Regulations relate to dangerous petroleum (i.e., petroleum 
which gives off an inflammable vapour at a temperature below 95 
degrees Fahrenheit), and provide that such petroleum shall not be 
landed in the Colony unless it is packed in strong iron or steel 
drums of not more than 10 imperial gallons capacity and cased in 
wood. Every vessel in which dangerous petroleum is kept must be 
painted red and legibly marked “ Dangerous Petroleum—Highly 
inflammable.”

The texture and yarn of British tissues, whether of pure or mixed 
wool, imitating Bulgarian ‘“ Shayaks,” and ‘ Abas,” will not be 
taken into consideration; 1.e.,in order that these British tissues 
may be recognised as imitations of Bulgarian ‘“‘ Shayaks” and 
“* Abas,” it is unnecessary that they should possess absolutely the 
texture of the latter, or that the yarn of the woof or the warp (fil 
de trame ou de chaine) should be absolutely single (untwisted). 





TURKEY. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
a copy of certain new Turkish Customs Regu- 
lations relating to manifests of imported and 
exported goods, and the declaration of goods 
for the: purpose of clearance through the 
Customs. 

The following is a complete translation of the 
Circular of the Direction General of Indirect Taxation containing 
these regulations :— 

The Direction General of Indirect Taxation brings to the notice 
of persons interested that from the Ist/l4th August, 1909, the 
following regulations will be enforced at all the Customs houses of 
the Ottoman Empire. 


New Regulations 
concerning the 
Declaration of 

Goods for Customs 
Purposes, &c. 


(a) Unloading of Vessels. 


1, Within a period of 36 hours after the arrival of a vessel at a 
Turkish port and before the discharge of the merchandise carried 
by the vessel, the captain or the agent of the shipowner shall 
present to the Customs the original manifest of the cargo and two 
certified copies thereof. 

2. As soon as these documents are received by the Customs, 
they shall be forwarded to the ‘“‘ Bureau des Manifestes” where 
the copies shall be compared with the original; the “ Bureau des 
Manifestes ” shall subsequently return the original manifest to the 
carrying company, keeping one of the copies for the use of the 
local Customs huuse and sending the second copy to the Direction 
General. 

(>) Clearance of Goods through the Customs. 

8. Customs operations shall be preceded by a declaration signed 
by the consignee or owner of the goods, or by an authorised repre- 
sentative. For this purpose all commercial firms shall send to the 
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TURKE Y—continued. 


Customs house specimens of the signatures of the owners and of 
their representatives authorised to sign for the firm. 

Declarations signed by professional clearing agents shall not be 
accepted. 

4, The above-mentioned declaration shall be presented, together 
with the order for the delivery of the goods, within a week after 
the discharge of the cargo. It shall be written on the prescribed 
forms, of which printed copies may be obtained at the various 
Customs houses. 

5. At the request of the owner of imported goods, he shall be 
permitted to examine the contents of packages consigned to him, 
before drawing up the written declaration. 

6. The declaration, once presented, may not be modified by 
the declarant as regards the quantities or values; kut, before such 
declaration is referred to the examiner, the declarant may draw up 
another declaration, with the written authorization of the “ Nazir,” 
“ Mudir,” or Controller, who shall, in this case, countersign the 
modifications contained therein and personally supervise the exam- 
ination of all the goods specified in the new declaration. Under 
no pretext whatever shall employés of the Customs make any 
alteration in the declarations. 

7. At the request of the ‘“ Nazir,” ‘“ Mudir” or Controller, the 
declarant shall present the original invoice signed by the selling 
house or manufactory, and also specifications, letters or other docu- 
ments which may serve to confirm the declaration. 

8. If the Customs ascertain that there is a discrepancy between 
the declaration and the merchandise, the ‘“ Nazir,’ “ Mudir” or 
Controller shall inform the declarant and request an explanation. 
If the difference exceeds 10 per cent., or if there are two or more 
differences of less than 10 but more than 5 per cent., a fine may be 
inflicted which shall not exceed the amount of Customs duty. 


(c) Exportation (Manifest). 
9. Prior to the departure of a vessel from a Turkish port, the 
captain or the agent of the shipowner shall send to the Customs a 
copy of the manifest of the goods taken on board at that port.*

1, Free Entry of Works of Art in existence more than 20 years. 


Paragraph 717 of the Tariff Act of 5th August, 1909, provides 
in part for the free entry of works of art in existence more than 20 
years prior to the date of their importation, as follows :— 

“Works of art, including paintings in oil, mineral, water, 
or other colours, pastels, original drawings and sketches, 
etchings and engravings, and sculptures, which are proved to 
the satisfaction of the Secretary of the Treasury under rules 
prescribed by him to have been in existence more than 20 
years prior to the date of their importation, but the term 
‘sculptures’ as herein used, shall be understood to include 
professional productions of sculptors only, whether round or 
in relief, in bronze, marble, stone, terra cotta, ivory, wood, or 
metal; and the word ‘ painting,’ as used in this Act, shall not 
be understood to include any article of utility nor such as are 
made wholly or in part by stencilling or any other mechanical 
process ; and the words ‘ etchings’ and ‘ engravings,’ as used 
in this Act, shall be understood to include only such as are 
printed by hand from plates or blocks etched or engraved with 
hand tools, and not such as are printed from plates or blocks 
etched or engraved by photochemical processes.” 

The said provision is held to apply only to works of art within 
the stricter meaning of that term, and does not include objects 
intended or suitable for purposes of utility, such as tapestries, 
paper-hangings, glass windows, or ornamental clocks, chandeliers, 
or other articles in the nature of household furniture. 

Importers making entry of works of art under said provision of 
the law will be required to produce upon entry, in addition to the

A careful examination of such works of art will be made by the 
appraising officer to ascertain whether the same are “ works of art” 
within the meaning of said provision of law, and also whether the 
same have, in fact, been in existence for a period of more than 
twenty years, and his findings in such regard should be clearly 
stated in his return upon the invoice, which return and the 
collector’s report thereon, together with all papers and affidavits 
pertaining to the entry, will be forwarded by the collector to the 
Department for final determination. 


(2) Free Entry of Works of Art, etc., produced more than 100 years 
prior to importation. 

Paragraph 717 of the Tariff Act of 5th August, 1909, provides 
in part for the free entry of works of art which shall have been 
produced more than 100 years prior to the date of their importa- 
tion, as follows :— 


“ Other works of art (except rugs and carpets), collections 
in illustration of the progress of the arts, works in bronze, 
marble, terra cotta, parian, pottery, or porcelain, artistic 
antiquities, and objects of art of ornamental character or 
educational value which shall have been produced more 
than one hundred years prior to the date of importation, 
but the free importation of such objects shall be subject to 
such regulations as to proof of antiquity as the Secretary of 
the Treasury may prescribe.” 


The said provision is held to apply to all works of art within the 
liberal meaning of that term, including articles intended or suit- 
able for purposes of utility, such as tapestries, paper-hangings, 
glass windows, church altars, ornamental clocks, chandeliers, and 
other articles in the nature of household fixtures or furniture, pro- 
vided the same be of sufficient artistic merit to constitute “ works 
of art” within the commonly accepted meaning of that term. 

Importers making entry of articles under said provision of law 
will be required to produce upon entry, in addition to the consular 
invoice required by law, the following evidence to show that such

The excellent relations existing between the United Kingdom and 
Russo-British Russia continue to draw the two countries 
eeaaias a nearer commercially. A long-felt want has 

been filled by the establishment of the Russo- 
Comemanen. British Chamber of Commerce at St. Petersburg. 
This institution is the first of its kind ever set on foot in Russia, 
and was inaugurated in the early part of 1909 under the presidency 
of the Minister of Trade and Industry. Its object is to promote 
an economic understanding between Russia and the United King- 
dom on the basis of commercial and industrial interests, and for 
this purpose it co-operates with the Russian section of the 
London Chamber of Commerce by means of an interchange of in- 
formation on all matters relating to trade. Its members in Russia 
receive every assistance which it has in its power to render 
in pursuit of the aims it holds in view. All kinds of 
statistical and other information are collected and imparted, and 
the interchange of opinions between its members on questions 
of a commercial and industrial character is facilitated. Sub-com- 
mittees have been organised for dealing with questions raised by 
members of the Chamber, or by those of the Russian section of the 

London Chamber. The Committee of the Chamber, in accordance 

with resolutions passed, either furnishes the persons interested 

with advice as to the proper course of action for them to take, 
or, in extreme cases, intercedes on their behalf with the Russian 
authorities.

GERMANY. 


The ‘‘ Reichsanzeiger” of 13th September publishes statistics of 
the production of sugar in Germany during 
Sugar Production. the campaign 1908-9 (from Ist September, 
1908, to 3lst August, 1909). In 1908-9 the 
quantity of raw beet used in sugar manufacture was 11,815,318 
metric tons as compared with 13,482,750 metric tons during the 
1907-8 campaign ; the amount of raw sugar produced in 1908-9 was 
1,820,374 metric tons, as against 1,846,670 metric tons in 1907-8, 
whilst the production of refined sugar amounted to 1,580,604 
metric tons in 1908-9, as compared with 1,565,713 metric tons in 
1907-8. The total output of sugar (raw and refined) during the 
period from September, 1908, to August, 1909, expressed in terms 
of raw sugar, was 2,074,527 metric tons, as compared with 
2,138,731 metric tons in the corresponding period of 1907-8.

‘The Law stipulates that Sit cenitetantion 
esigne “aw. of a mark carries protection ri ghts for 10 years. 
Applications for trade marks must be accompanied by (1) three 
copies of the mark to be used; (2) a description in duplicate of 
the mark when it comprises figures or emblems; (3) a receipt 
showing that the requisite fee, 10 pesos (about 42s.), has been 
deposited with the General Treasury; (4) a letter or power of 
attorney, duly legalised if issued out of Uruguay; and (5) the 
necessary authority in case it is desired to transfer the use of a 
mark from one person to another. 

The regulations embodied in this Law apply also te foreign 
trade marks which it is desired to take out in Uruguay, and pro- 
prietors of such marks, or their duly qualified agents, are the 
only persons who may apply for registration rights.

Bean Cake, Oil by the Acting British Vice-Consul at Dairen 

and Soap. (Mr. E. L. 8S. Gordon) on the trade of that 
port in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

It may be well to give a word of advice to those who may be 
desirous of engaging in the bean trade at Dairen. Most of the 
beans sent down to Dairen come from the districts north of Mukden, 
Changchun being the principal market. People will only incur 
losses if they merely have an office in this port and buy beans in 
the local market ; it will be essential for them to travel in the 
interior and visit the country markets to make economical 
purchases. 

Bean cake and bean otl.—The manufacture of bean cake and 
the extraction of oil from beans has long been undertaken in 
Manchuria. A chemical analysis of bean cake as at present pre- 
pared gives the following results :—

By the present method, using hand presses, the amount of oil 
extracted from the beans is about 8 per cent. At one mill in 
Dairen, which is fitted with hydraulic presses, nearly 10 per cent. 
can be obtained. The quantity of oil in the soya bean is from 16 
to 17 per cent., and by improved processes it should be possible 
to extract practically the whole of this, and still make from the 
fragments as good a quality of bean cake for fertilising purposes 
as is made now. 

In 1907 there were at Dairen two large Japanese mills for the 
manufacture of bean cake, in one of which steam is used as the 
motive power, while in the other electricity has been adopted, and 
a few Chinese mills where the old native method has been retained. 
During 1908 some 17 Chinese factories have been added, and more 
are in contemplation. The increase is likely to continue, though 
possibly not to the same extent, for economic reasons. A better 
price can be obtained for bean cakes made at Dairen than for those 
brought down from the interior, as the latter are apt to get 
damaged in the course of transportation; the demand for bean 
cake as manure in other countries is steadily increasing. 

The manufacture of soap from bean oil has been tried with good 
results. The soap is easily soluble in hard water. A cake made 
in the laboratory at Dairen weighs nearly 24 ozs. troy, and the 
cost of manufacture, including wrapping and scenting, is said to 
be not more than 4d. per cake, or 24d. per Ib.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

NotEe.—Apart from the special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Branch is always ready to answer enquiries on specific 
subjects as far as possible, in the interest of British trade.
